PHRENST. 


HIS  Diforder  takes  it's  Name 
from  which  in  Greek  fig- 
nifies  the  Mind,  or  interior  Part 
of  the  Soul ;  and,  as  often  as 
this  Faculty  is  touched,  the 
or  Mind,  is  difturbed.  This  Name  fquares 
exquifitely  well  with  the  Diaphragma.  S.ebaf* 
tian  BartholuSy  Exercit,  Paradox^  IV*  pro¬ 
perly  placed  the  Soul,  or  the  Seat  of  Life,  in 
the  Diaphragma  and  nervous  Center,  which 
being  any  ways  afFed:ed,  the  Mind  and  Senfes 
are  difordered  through  their  Union  with  the 
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Brain,  by  the  Inflammation  whereof,  the 
Phrenfy  is  caufed. 

The  Phrenfy y  according  to  the  Opinion  of 
the  Galeniftsy  is  an  Inflammation  of  the  Brain 
and  its  Membranes,  attended,  with  a  conflant 
Delirium  and  an  acute  Fever,  occafioned  by 
the  Heat  of  the  Spirits.  Thofe  Authors,  to 
clear  up  the  Origin  of  the  Phrenfy y  were 
wont  to  controvert  this  Point ;  viz.  Whether 
the  Brain,  that  is,  the  Subftance  thereof,  was 
fufceptible  of  a  Fever?  Several  maintained 
the  Negative,  alledging  that  there  were  no 
Veins  therein;  that  it  was  a  white  and 
bloodlefs  Subftance,  no  ways  fubjedl  to  In¬ 
flammations  ;  for  as  it  had  no  Veins,  and  was 
a  foft  and  pliant  Subftance,  it  could  not 
receive  any  foreign  Humours,  and  confe- 
quently  could  not  be  inflamed.  But  thefe 
Writers  never  had  the  Curiolity  to  examine 
the  Anatomy  of  the  Brain ;  for,  if  it  is  fqueezed 
or  prelTed,  Drops  of  Blood  will  come  out  of 
It;  therefore  feveral  Veins  and  Capillary  Ar¬ 
teries  muft  run  through  it,  as  may  be  feen  in 
Hi/loria  de  Anatomia  Capitisy  wherein  it 
appears  that  the  Brain  is  fufceptible  of  other 
Humours,  and  may  be  affedted  with  an  In¬ 
flammation. 

By  a  Deliriumy  we  underftand  the  Lofs 
of  Senfe  and  Reafon,  which  deviate  from 
their  natural  Law  and  Order.  This  Devia¬ 
tion  may'^be  made  according  to  the  three

Operations  of  the  Intelledls.  Firft,  with  re- 
fpeft  to  fimple  Objefts,  of  which  a  Notion 
is  formed  by  Apprehenfion,  when  the  deli-  , 
rious  Perfon  takes  one  Thing  for  another, 
and  imagines  4  Cart-driver  to  be  King  of 
Pontus.  Secondly,  in  the  Compofition  and  Di- 
vifion  of  thofe  Notions  ^  and  thirdly,  by  the 
Confequences  deduced  from  fuch  Premifes : 
For  Example,  a  Man,  who  fancied  himfelf  to 
be  made  of  Butter,  would  fhun  the  Fire,  left 
he  (hould  be  melted  away.  All  thefe  Devia¬ 
tions  from  right  Reafon  are  called  Delirium. 

Not  only  Reafon,  but  Imagination  alfo 
is  wounded  by  a  general  Delirium^  The  Me¬ 
mory  is  loft,  by  Perfons  who  have  the  Phreii^ 
fy  ^  for, when  Thirft  urges,  they  forget  to  drink,  » 
as  they  do  to  make  Water,  when  neceflary. 
This,  however,  happens  by  Chance,  becaufe, 
in  the  tumultuous  Commotion  of  the  Spirits, 
various  Fancies  prefent  themfel ves, which  fo  de¬ 
prave  both  Reafon  and  Imagination,  that  they 
never  regard  what  Nature  requires ;  and  the 
Memory  may  be  fomctimes  weakened  by  her 
own  Operations. 

As  in  other  Kinds  of  Delirium.,  fo  in 
Phrenf)\  the  Ufe  of  Reafon  is  loft,  and  the 
Imagination  errs  in  all  its  Ofiices ;  and  both 
Faculties  may  be  miftaken  in  judging  of 
Things,  fo  as  not  to  diftinguifti  Truth  from 
Falftiood,  Goodfrom  Evil,  Right  from  Wrong, 
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Sfr.  but  always  adl  with  Strife,  Noife,  and* 
Anger. 

Sometimes  the  Imagination  is  only  touched, 
Reafon  being  no  ways  affefted ;  and  fome- 
times  both  thefe  Faculties  are  wounded. 
When  the  Imagination  is  only  affedled,  ab- 
furd  and  incoherent  Objedls  prefent  them- 
felves,  and  abfent  Things  feem  to  be  in  Sight ; 
Reafon,  however,  exerts  its  Fundlions  duly* 
An  Inftance  of  both  thefe  Cafes  may  be  feen 
in  Galen  where  he  relates  the  Hiftory  of  a 
certain  Phylician  of  Phopbolis^  whofe  Reafon 
was  very  perfedl,  yet  his  Imagination  was 
quite  otherwife*  For  this  Man  fancied  that 
feveral  Pipers  infefted  the  Part  of  the  Houfc 
in  which  he  lodged,  and  that  they  conftantly 
played  on  their  Pipes  j  that  he  beheld  them, 
ibme  fitting,  and  others  (landing  5  and  con- 
(lantly*  urged  to  have  them  turned  out  of 
Doors.  In  this  Particular,  his  Fancy  was  not 
right  >  yet,  as  to  their  being  turned  out,  fince' 
they  difturbed  his  Reft  and  were  troublefome 
to  him,  he  ordered  judicioufly,  afted  pru-' 
dently,  and  fpoke  reafonably  5  but,  when  he 
recovered,  he  remembered  what  he  had  faid 
and  done  to  every  Body,  and  related  what  he 
had  fancied,  with  regard  to  the  Pipers  5  fo 
that  his  Memory  and  Reafon  were  not  touch¬ 
ed,  though  the  Imagination  was.  This  very 
Man  came  to  Galen ^  who,  being  in  Bed, 

thought

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thought  that  feveral  Feathers  and  Straws  ap¬ 
peared  on  his  Bed-Cloaths,  which  he  endea-^ 
voured  to  pick  off.  However,  heunderftood 
every  thing  that  was  faid  by  his  Friends  who 
were  by. 

Galen  gives  an  Account  of  a  Butcher,  who 
had  his  Reafon  alfo  impaired, yet  his  Imagina¬ 
tion  was  untouched ;  for  this  Man, having  lock¬ 
ed  his  Doors,  filled  all  the  Veflels  in  his  Houfe 
with  Water,  and  fhewedthemat  a  Window 
to  the  People  that  pafled  by,  told  the  Veflels 
by  their  Names,  and  asked  the  Spectators, 
if  he  fliould  throw  them  out?  The* Mob 
laughed,  and  defired  him  not  to  baulk  him- 
felf,  whereupon  the  Butcher  flung  them  all 
one  by  one  into  the  Street.  Then  he  asked 
the  Mob,  if  he  fliould  ferve  a  Boy  who  flood 
by  him,  in  the  fame  Manner?  To  which 
they  agreed,  and  he  immediately  lent  him 
out  the  fame  Way,  This  Man  had  his  Imagi¬ 
nation  and  Memory  clear,  otherv/ife  he  could 
not  have  known  the  VelTels,  or  called  them 
by  their  Names ;  but,  by  calling  them  and 
the  Boy  down  from  the  Window,  he  plainly 
Ihewed  that  his  Reafon  was  not  found.  Very 
often  both  the  Imagination  and  Reafon  may  be 
hurt ;  But,  in  the  beginning,  only  one  of  thefe 
Faculties  may  be  touched ;  from  which  the  Ga^ 
lenijis  eafily  pretend  to  folve  that  Problem, 
How  the  one  may  be  wounded,  and  the 
other  untouched  ?  They  anfwer,  that  each  of 
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thefe  Faculties  has  its  feparate  Seat  in  the> 
Brain,  that  is,  the  Imagination^in  the  anterior 
Part,  Reafon  in  the  Middle,  and  Memory  in 
the  hinder  Part. 

Various  are  the  Differences  of  the 
Hums,  Some  there  are  without  a  Fever,  fuch 
is  Mania^  or  Madnefs,  and  Melancholy,  Gfr, 
Some  Deliriums  come  after  a  Fever,  or  the 
Inflammation  of  fome  Bowel,  as  the  Para- 
phrenfy  does :  Some  begin  with  a  Fever,  and 
continue  with  it,  of  which  Kind  is  the  Phren¬ 
fy,  which  is  never  without  a  Fever,  and  is 
attended  with  a  conftant  Delirium.  There 
are  two  Sorts  of  principal  Phrenfies  j  the  one 
a  true  Phrenfy,  which  is  called  primary,  as 
is  exprefled  in  the  Definition  thereof;  the 
other  fpurious,  and  is. called  Paraphrenfy. 
The  true  Phrenfy  is,  when  the  Membranes 
of  the  Brain  are  firfl:  affefted,  and  the  Brain, 
being  fo  near,  mufl  be  heated.  It  alfo  attacks 
two  Ways,  firfl  in  the  Difpofition,  which  is 
the  mofl  frequent ;  or  in  Habit,  and  then  it  is 
called  a  Heftic  Phrenfy,  and  creeps  higher 
into  the  Brain  like  a  Choleric  Tinfture,  and 
feizes  on  feveral  Parts  thereof.  The  Secon¬ 
dary,  or  Paraphrenfy,  is  when  a  frantic  Heat  . 
is  adventitioufly  communicated  to  the  Brain, 
by  the  whole  Body,  as  happens  in  violent 
Fevers,  or  by  the  Vicinity  of  any  inflamed 
Member,  viz.  the  Ventricle,  Liver,  Lungs; 
and  firfl  of  all  from  the  Diaphragina>  whofe 

Inflam- 
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Inflammation,  being  frequent,  caufes  almoft 
a  mortal '  Phrenfy.  This  is  occafioned  by 
the  great  Communication,  as  the  Galeni/is 
think,  of  the  chief  Nerves  with  the  Dia* 
phragma,  to  which  they  relate,  and  the  con  * 
ftant  Motion  of  the  Diaphragma,  by  which 
Means  it  fends  Vapours  without  Intermiffion 
to  the  Brain. 

All  Deliriums  in  Fevers,  even  were  it  a 
Phrenfy,  are  twofold  ;  the  one  ridiculous,  the 
other  ferious.  The  ridiculous  Delirium  is, 
.  when  feveral  Abfurdities  and  Incoherencies 
are  reprefented  to  the  lick  Perfon,.  attended 
with  a  certain  Mirth,  Chearfulnefs,  and 
Laughter.  The  ferious  Delirium  is,  when, 
the  Patient  being  for  a  little  Time  in  a  violent 
Paffion,  he  fpeaks  feveral  incoherent  and 
fenfelefs  Words  with  great  Wrath,  and  talks 
at  random.  ‘This  Diftinftion  is  taken  from 
Aphor.  53.  SeB,  6.  ‘  The  Deliriums^  which 

^  are  attended  with  Laughter,  are  the  leaft 
‘  dangerous  5  thofe  that  are  with  fome  Com- 
^  pofure,  are  more  to  be  feared.’  That  is, 
the  ridiculous  Deliriums  •  are  fafer  than  the 
ferious,  which  are  attended  with  Anger. 

T'he  Symptoms  of  a  PHRENSY, 

Some  Symptoms  difeover  an  impending 
Phrenfy,  while  others  only  difeover  that 
Diforder  when  upon  a  Perfon.  It  is  more 
laudable  to  forefee  the  former  in  Fevers,  that 

it 
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it  may  be  prevented,  than  to  cure  an  aftual 
Phrenfy  with  the  Hazard  of  the  Patient's 
Life ;  for  it  would  be  a  difficult  Task  to  refeue 
him  from  the  Hands  of  Death,  and  place 
him  amongft  the  Living. 

The  Signs  of  an  impending  Phrenfy  are, 
firft,  the  Patient  is  very  talkative,  and  too 
ready  to  enter  into  all  manner  of  Difeourfe, 
though  not  of  fuch  a  Difpofition  before  j  he 
is  very  reftlefs,  and,  if  Sleep  fhould  fteal  upon 
him,  it  proves  ffiort  and  uneafyj  and  to  be 
awake  is  painful  to,  him.  His  Urine  is  at 
firft  thick,  foon  after  it  grows  thin  and  clear. 
His  Behaviour  is  altered  j  for  if,  before,  his 
Temper  was  gentle  and  mild,  now  he  grows 
rafh  and  wild.  If  he  fhould  prove  forgetful 
and  repeat  his  Words  over  again,  thefe  are  alfo 
true  Signs.  To  twinkle  with  the  Eyes,  to 
have  the  Head-ach,  thofe  Symptoms  fhew 
that  the  Fever  begins  to  attack  the  Brain, 
which  will  of  courfe  caufe  a  Delirium, 

The  Signs  of  an  a<flual  Phrenfy  are  a  con^ 
ftant  Delirium^  becaufe  the  Brain  is  incef- 
fantly  affedled  ;  mad  Speeches,  no  Reft, 
or  Sleep ;  long  Refpirations ;  for  fuch, 
as  labour  under  a  Phrenfy,  forget  to  draw 
their  Breath,  their  Mind  being  crowded  with 
an  infinite  Number  of  Fancies,  or  diftrafted 
Thoughts,  which  are  reprefented  to  the  Ima¬ 
gination,  and  raifed  by  the  Animal  Spirits. 
The  Refpiration  is  feldom,  and  by  Intervals, 

and 
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and  feems  to  be  drawn  from  the  very  Bottom 
of  the  Bread,  but  the  Length  thereof  com- 
penfates  for  its  being  fo  feldom.  Geftures  of 
the  Hands,  hafty  Motions  of  the  Body, 
whereby  the  Patients  are  conftantly  bedawbed 
with  Naftinefs.  They  are  fo  uneafy,  that 
they  frequently  move  their  Limbs.  They  ftrip 
their  Bodies  naked,  without  any  Regard  to 
Modefty.  They  fometimes  jump  out  of 
Bed,  and,  being  grown  furious,  are  bent  on 
every  Thing  that  is  mad.  They  fly  at 
their  Friends  and  Strangers,  ftriking  of  fome, 
and  biting  of  others,  without  any  Diftindlion, 
holding  them  all  for  Enemies.  Their  Faces 
are  commonly  very  red,  or  of  an  ugly  pale  Co¬ 
lour.  Their  Heat  was  not  the  fame  before, 
but  it  fo  happens  through  this  Alteration, 
Their  Eyes  are  red,  and  Tears  often  flow 
from  them.  The  Veins  and  Arteries  of  the 
Eyes  are  fwelled  with  Blood ;  the  Motions 
of  the  Eyes  are  irregular.  Whatever  they 
behold,  feems  double  to  them.  They  hear  a 
Noife  in  their  Ears,  their  Teeth  gnafh,  and 
they  difeharge  Nature  without  any  Regard  to 
Decency.  They  forget  every  Thing  that  is 
told  them,  but  will  anfwer  in  a  Paffion,  when 
they  are  asked  any  thing;  and,  with  nxed 
and  fierce  Eyes,  will  look  on  all  thofe  that 
come  near  them.  They  play  feveral  Tricks, 
and  pick  up  Straws  and  Feathers  off  the 
Ground, with  Hands  jfhaking.  They  are  feldom 

or 
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or  never  thirfty;  and,  when  they  are,  it  is 
very  moderate,  though  their  Caufe  of  Thirft 
feems  great,  as  the  Mind  is  infirm.  The 
Urine  of  a  Perfon,  who  has  the  Phrenfy, 
is  wont  to  be  of  a  high  Colour,  and  clear, 
and  very  often  whitilh,  not  on  Account  of 
the  Choler’s  affeding  the  Brain,  as’  the  G^- 
lenijlsy  who  have  treated  of  this  Matter,  have 
falfly  fuppofed  5  but  becaufe  the  fulphureous 
Particles  are  carried  to  the  Brain,  in  whole 
Abfence  the  Urine  remains  untindured.  The 
Pulfe  is  lharp,  and  fomewhat  high.  The 
Fever  is  conftant,  as  the  necellary  Confe- 
quence  to  the  Inflammation  of  the  Brain, 
The  Tongue  is  rough,  black,  or  of  a  Citron 
Colour, occafioned  by  the  fulphureous  Particles, 
which  dry  it  up.  The  Patient  fometimes  cries, 
fometimes  laughs ;  then  lings,  and  roars  next ; 
for,  the  Mind  being  alienated,  he  conceives 
feveral  inconlillent  Objeds,  and  ftorms  like 
a  drunken  Man.  Thefe  are  the  Symptoms 
which  denote  an  adual  Phrenfy,  but  the 
‘  Pathognomonic  a  are  a  conftant  Delirium^  with 
an  acute  Fever;  and,  if  it  Ihould  proceed 
further,  the  Patient  will  have  a  Hippocratic ^ 
or  withered  Face,  or  Countenance. 

The  Hedic  Phrenfy  is  known  by  its 
accompanying  an  obfcure  and  milder  De¬ 
lirium  ;  and  thofe,  who  are  afflided  with 
this  Diforder,  are  quiet,  filent,  and  feem  to 
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The  Paraphrenfy  has  thefe  particular 
Symptoms,  viz.  a  Ihort  and  quick  Refpira- 
tion,  becaufe  the  inflamed  Diaphragma  can¬ 
not  be  much  dilated  and  extended;  therefore 
it  requires  to  make  a  quicker  Refpiration, 
and  to  compenfate  the  Shortncfs  thereof, 
by  often  repeating  it ;  the  Voice  on  this  Oc- 
cafion  is  jfharp,  becaufe  the  Organ  of  Re¬ 
fpiration  is  obftrud:ed,  and  the  Bowels  are 
fwelled  and  diftended. 

The  Phrenly  is  eafily  diftingui/hed  by  a 
conftant  Fever,  a  perpetual  Delirium^  and 
Want  of  Sleep,  as  the  P athognomonic  Signs 
thereof.  By  the  Fever,  it  differs  from  the 
melancholy  Delirium :  By  its  Refllefnefs, 
from  the  Lethargy :  The  perpetual  Deli¬ 
rium  diftingUlfhes  it  from  the  other  Deli¬ 
riums^  which  do  not  primarily  affed:  the 
Head,  but  indireftly,  as  when  the  Dia- 
pbragma  is  inflamed.  This  Sort  of  Delirium 
is  diftinguilhed  by  other  Symptoms  from  a 
Phrenfy  ;  the  Phrenfy  is  attended  with  an 
Inflammation  of  the  Brain,  as  plainly  appears, 
becaufe  the  Pain  is  mofl:  exquifite,  when 
the  Dura  Mater^  which  is  a  mofl  tender  Part, 
is  affeded.  Hence  it  is,  that  fuch  as  labour  un¬ 
der  a  Phrenfy  are  wont  to  pluck  the  Hair  off 
their  Heads,  and  buffet  themfelves,  through 
the  great  Pains  they  fuffer.  They  alfo  furi- 
oufly  lay  hold  of  the  Head,  and  move  it  to 
and  fro  with  great  Violence. 
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The  Inflammation  of  the  Brain  and  Mem¬ 
branes  caufe  moft  bitter  Pains,  which  are  fo 
(hort  as  that  they  cannot  llibfift  any  Time, 
on  account  of  the  great  Diffipation  of  the 
Spirits,  At  length  the  Patient  is  feized  with 
Convulfions,  and  that  when  the  Inflammation 
of  the  Brain  turns  to  a  Gangrene,  which  is 
the  End  of  fuch  Inflammation.  In  this 
Cafe,  the  Pulfe  beats  with  great  Violence, 
which  may  be  eafily  feen  in  the  Neck  of  the 
Patient,  where  the  carotid  Arteries  lie,  and 
beat  with  Impetuofity,  on  account  of  the 
flowing  Blood,  and  the  fl^^gnating  Inflam¬ 
mation  in  the  Brain.  Hippocrates^  judged,  for 
this  very  Reafon,  that  a  beating  Artery  in  tjie 
Temples  was  the  Forerunner  of  an  impending 
Phrenfy.  In  a  Paraphrenfy,  the  Voice  is 
'  fharp,  becaufe  the  Organ  of  the  Refpiration  is 
obftrufted.  In  the  Inflammation  of  the  tranf-. 
verfc  Fence,  the  Hypochondry  is  raifed 
upwards,  becaufe  the  lower  Part  of  the  Dia- 
phragma  is  covered  by  a  Membrane,  taken 
from  the  Peritoneum,  and,  when  it  is  inflamed, 
it  draws  up  the  Peritoneum,  and  with  it  the 
Hypochondry,  The  Place,  or  Room  of  the 
tranfverfe  Fence  is  fupplied  with  a  Swelling, 
and  a  mofl:  grievous  Pain,and  the  Hypochondry 
feems  to  be  torn  by  the  Teeth  of.  mad  Dogs, 
becaufe  the  Whole  is  compofed  of  Nerves, 
and  the  Severity  of  the  Pain  makes  the  Pa¬ 
tients  often  lay  their  Hands  on  it.  The  De-* 
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lirium  at  Times  increafes  and  dimini/hes,  in 
Proportion  as  the  Pain  does,  and  fometimes 
dlfcontinues ;  but  in  a  Phrenfy  it  is  conftant, 
and  fufFers  no  Alteration  or  Change. 

*rbe  Opinion  oj  the  Antients^  relating  to  the 
Caufe  ^/PHRENSY. 

How  a  Phrenfy  is  caufed  docs  not  cer¬ 
tainly  appear ;  neither  is  there  any  Opinion 
which  can  make  a  fcrupulous  Mind  eafy  on 
this  Head,  or  that  can  fatisfy  a  Lover  of 
Truth  ;  wherefore  we  (hall  give  an  Account 
of  „the  Opinions  of  many  learned  Writers: 
We  muft  begin  with  the  Galenijfs,  whom 
find  to  be  the  firft  who  treated  of  this  Sub¬ 
ject,  and  are  called  the  Barbati  from  their 
Beards,  though  we  do  not  find  that  the  Beard 
contributed  any  more  to  render  them  fage, 
than  it  has  to  Goats,  however.  Priority  is  due 
to  them. 

According  to  the  Sentiments  of  thofe 
Writers,  the  Choleric  Blood  is  the  Caufe  of 
the  Phrenfy,  with  which  an  excrementitious 
Choler  is  often  mixed ;  and  according  to  the 
various  Degrees  of  the  Choler,  that  is,  in 
Proportion  to  the  greater  or  leffer  Degree  of 
Heat  or  Aduftnefs,  it  caufes  a  more  violent  or 
mild  Phrenfy.  The  pale  Choler  is  the 
mildeft,  but  the  aduft  excites  a  wild  Phrenfy. 
In  order  to  inflame  the  Brain  and  its  Mem¬ 
branes,  this  Choleric  Blood  muft  be  extrava- 
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fated,  and  poured  into  the  Particles  of  that 
Subftance,  which  was  wont  to  be  made  two 
Ways;  that  is,  by  primarily  afFeding  the 
Brain,  or  fecondarily  and  indiredly. 

The  Brain  is  primarily  afFeded,  when  it 
is  immediately  heated  by  any  external  Caufe, 
as  by  the  Rays  of  the  Sun,  Wines,  Anger, 
and  fuch  like ;  which  having  difturbed  the 
Blood  in  the  Veins  of  the  Brain,  it  is  by  that 
Means  extra vafated :  This  may  be  done  alfo 
by  a  Wound,  a  Stroke,  or  a  Cpntufion  on  the 
Head.  A  Phrenfy,  thus  caufed,  is  called 
primary.  The  fecondary  Phrenfy  is  that 
which  fucceeds  to  burning,  or  malignant  Fe¬ 
vers  ;  when  a  Part  of  the  diftempered  Hu¬ 
mour  infefls  the  Brain  and  inflames  it,  by 
which  Inflammation  the  Animal  Spirits  are 
overheated,  the  Mind  difturbed,  and  the  Rea- 
fon  loft.  Such  as  only  have  the  anterior 
Part  of  their  Brain  afFeded  with  the  Inflam¬ 
mation,  err  only  in  their  Imaginations;  If 
the  middle  Part,  then  the  Reafon  is  gone  ; 
and  if  the  hinder  Part,  then  the  Memory  is 
loft,  as  they  believe.  Some  Galenijls  blame 
the  choleric  Vapours  that  afcend  to  the 
Brain,  which  difturb  the  Animal  Spirits,  and 
caufe  a  Defedion  of  Reafon.  Thus  in  the 
Paraphrenfy,  through  the  Inflammation  of 
the  Diaphragma,  choleric  and  aduft  Vapours 
are  tranfmitted  to  the  Brain.  The  fame  Way  ' 
in  Phrenfies,  Pleurifies,  Peripneumonia,  (Sc. 
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^thefe  aduft  Vapours  make  a  Paffage  to  the 
Brain,  which  of  Courfe  muft  caufe  a  Phrenfy. 

Thofe  Authors,  in  treating  thus  of  Hu¬ 
mours,  run  mad  with  their  delirious  Galen\ 
in  affigning  the  Caufe  of  Bhreufy^  and  go 
out  of  .the  Lifts  of  Reafon  with  their  pale  and 
aduft  Choler;  hunt  for  Flies  in  the  Air,  and 
catch  Feathers.  They  think  that  the  Choler 
mixt  with  the  Blood,  or  the  Choleric  Blood, 
is  extravafated  in  the  Subftance  of  the  Brain, 
and  in  its  Membranes,  where,  they  lay,  it 
putrefies,  caufes  an  Inflammation  or  an  Im- 
pofthume.  This  Inflammation,  however, 
will  turn  to  an  Eryfipalatodes^  or  Swelling, 
which  muft  oblige  them  to  acknowledge  that 
an  Eryjipelas^  or  Swelling,  is  the  Confequence 
thereof;  and  that,  if  im  the  Brain,  or  in  its 
Membranes,  an  inflammatory  Tumour  Ihould 
appear  as  the  Caufe  of  a  Phrenlv,  it  would 
go  off  either  by  a  Running,  or  a  Suppuration. 
If  by  the  latter,  it  would  come  to  Gangrene ; 
gfter  which  it  muft  rot,  and  this  will  be  the 
Tumour’s  laft  Scope  ;  and  fuch,  as  have  their 
Brains  putrefied,  muft  die  in  a  very  fhort 
Time.  In  all  Diftempers  to  which  the  Phrenfy 
is  joined,  Rottennefs  will  alfobe  added.  Let 
the  yewijh  Ape  Ha  and  the  Gaienijls  believe 
this;  not  thofe  of  them  who  are  too  Icru- 
pulous  and  nice :  Befides,  when  a  Corpfe  i$ 
opened,  the  Brain  was  never  found  mixed 
with  Choler.  Moreover  in  a  burning,  ma¬ 
lignant,  or  contagious  Fever;  or  in  a  Swelling 
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df  the  Head,  Quinfey,  Pleiirify,  Peripneu¬ 
monia,  &c,  which  are  attended  by  a  Phrenfy, 
both  the  Cholers  will  be  conftantly  blamed, 
for  having  produced  fo  cruel  a  Diforder  as 
afFedts  the  Brain. 

Fontanus  relates,  ‘  That  a  Y outh,  aged 
‘  twenty  one  Years,  fell  out  of  a  virulent  Gg^ 
'  ‘  norrhcea  into  a  Fbrenfy"  V/e  have  our- 
felves  feen  a  Man  who,  being  feized  in  his 
right  Thumb  with  an  Impofthume,  fell  into 
a  Phrenfy.  The  Choler  of  the  Privy  Parts,  or 
of  the  Thumb,  being  thus  moved,  did  they  in- 
feft  the  Brain  ?  Let  thofe,who  repofe  implicit 
Faith  in  Galen' %  Words,  believe  it.  This 
curfed  and  wicked  Choler,  which  turns  a 
Man’s  Brain,  and  deftroys  him ;  and  makes 
of  Farriers  Phyficians !  The  delirious  Advo¬ 
cates  of  Choler  are  miftaken,  when  they  fay 
that  the  Serum  of  the  Blood  is  Choler ;  for  it 
does  not  approach  it  in,  any  Refpedl,  nor  has  it 
the  lead:  Affinity  with  the  Nature  or  Qualities 
of  the  yellow  Choler,  and  only  refembles  it  in 
the  Colour:  It  is  not  bitter,  but  rather  of  a 
fweet  or  flat  Tafte ;  neither  is  it  of  a  fiery  Dif- 
pofition,  and  confequently  cannot  be  the  Caufe 
of  an  Impofthume,  or  inflame  the  Brain  and 
its  Membranes.  It  poffelfes  therefore  none 
of  thefe  Qualities  which  are  apt  to  fet  M/- 
nerva\  Palace  on  Fire,  but  is  truly  of  a  frigid 
Nature,  as  may  be  feen  by  Experience.  This 
Ample  Serum  cures  a  Scruff  or  Scab  on  the 
Body,  andleffensthe  ltchings  thereof^  whence 
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we  gather  that  Choler  contributes  greatly  to 
this  Diforder,  and  is  the  material  Caule  there¬ 
of,  according  to  the  Opinion  of  all  the  Gale^ 
nijls. 

.  The  Galenifts  will  have  it,  *  That  Choler 
^  creeps  up  to  the  Brain  and  it’s  Membranes 

*  by  Veins,  fettles  there,  and  caufes  an  In- 

*  flammatiofi ;  they  likewife  affirm  that  it  af- 

*  fedts  the  Animal  Spirits,  and  difturbs  the 

*  Mind.  That  it  muft  be  exceedingly  thin, 

‘  of  ft  light  or  airy  Nature,  and  partaking  of 

*  a  fpirituous  Quality.’  That  both  Cholers 
are  thus  thin,  light,  and  of  a  fpirituous  Qua¬ 
lity,  is  a  Thing  impoffible  ;  becaufe  Choler  is 
one  of  the  four  Humours,  compofed  of  Mat¬ 
ter,  of  an  earthy  Quality,  and  no  way  en¬ 
dowed  with  the  Properties  of  the  Element 
of  Fire,  as  the  Galenifts  would  perfuade. 
Therefore  fuch  is  the  Groflhefs  thereof,  that 
it  cannot  fearch  all  the  Parts  of  the  Body, 
afeend  to  the  Brain,  penetrate  and  inflame  the 
Spirits ;  for  what  is  compofed  of  Matter  can¬ 
not  affedt  the  Spirit. 

The  vulgar  Galenifts  fay,  ^  That  certain 
‘  dry  and  aduft  Vapours,  rifing  from  both  the 

*  Cholers  and  infefting  the  Head,  difturbthe 
‘  Animal' Spirits.’  It  is  repugnant  to  Nature 
that  there  fhould  be  dry  *and  aduft  Vapours ; 
for  Vapours  are  properly  fuch  as  proceed  from 
a  humid  or  moift  Body,  and  muft  retain  it’s 
Nature.  Moreover,  thefe  Vapours  cannot 
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obftru(fl  or  difturbthe  Funftions  and  Adtions 
of  the  Spirit ;  for  it  is  not  the  Province  of 
thofe  Vapours  to  caufe  fickly  or  infirm  Ac¬ 
tions,  when  they  cannot  perform  any  healthy 
Ones,  according  to  the  following  Aphorifm, 
The  vitiated  Function  belongs  to  that  Part^ 
vuhich  in  healthy  Perfo72s  is  untouched^  and  e 
contra.  This  is  the  Province  of  the  Mind  a- 
lone,  wliofe  Bufiriefs  it  is  to  produce  it’s  own 
proper  Adions  and  natural  Fundions,  whe-  ; 
ther  perfed  or  otherwife.  Neither  can  it  be 
faid,  that  the  two  Cholcrs  of  the  Body,  being 
corrupted,  may  difturb  and  over-heat  it ;  this 
is  fufficiently  exploded.  What  we  fay  is, 
that,  out  of  our  Blood,  or  Nurture,  nothing 
can  be  made  by  Corruption  or  Alteration,  that 
bears  any  Refemblance  to  the  Nature  of  Cho- 
ler ;  for  what  is  capable  of  inflaming  and 
over-heating  our  Spirits,  ougbt  to  be  light  in 
the  fuperlative  Degree,  airy,  and  fpirituous ; 
which  is  not  allowed  to  either  of  the  Cholers, 
as  we  have  already  obferved.  The  Caufe  of 
Phrenfy,  affigned  by  the  Galeinjis^  being  thus 
refuted,  we  proceed  to  give  our  own. 

Our  Opinion  relating  to  the  Caufe  of 
PHRENSY. 

The  Caufe  of  Phrenfy  is  the  Over-- 
heating  the  Spirits,  and  an  EfFervency  firfl  in 
the  Heart,  and  next  in  the  Brain ;  fo  that  the 
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whole  Diforder  lies  in  the  Spirits,  and  that  in 
various  and  different  Ways,  as  the  Spirits  are 
diverfly  affedted.  The  human  Soul  is  immu¬ 
table  and  unalterable,  being  always  the  fame ; 
neither  can  it  be  inflamed,  or  receive  any  Hurt  • 
from  any  internal  or  external  Caufe  whatfo- 
ever.  This  is  the  immediate  Caufe  of  both  the 
Phrenfies,  for,  the  Spirits  being  inflamed,  va¬ 
rious  and  incoherent  Phantoms  are  formed  by 
the  Mind,  as  appears  by  the  mad  Speeches, 
Laughter,  Weeping,  the  Picking  of  Straws 
and  Feathers,  Refllefnefs,  Geftures,  Fly-hunt¬ 
ing,  and  other  various  Acftions;  which  Motions 
of  the  Spirits  growing  fo  impetuous,  that  at 
length  they  are  feized  with  Con vulfions,  which 
very  often  prove  mortal :  (!)r  being  only  ex- 
haufted ;  or,  by  the  Help  of  Opiates,  the 
Phrenfy  is  changed  into  a  Lethargy,  or  rather 
into  a  deep  Sleep.  A  conftant,  burning,  or 
malignant  Fever  precedes  the  Phrenfy,  in 
which  the  Patient  can  have  no  Sleep.  This 
Fever  begins  by  the  irregular  Heat  of  the  vi¬ 
tal  Spirits  in  the  Heart.  In  fome  Fevers,  the 
animal  Spirits  are  likewife  inflamed  in  the 
Brain,  which  is  attended  with  a  daily  Fever 
and  no  Reft.  Then  the  Spirits  which  be¬ 
fore  were  compofed  of  oily  Parts,  being 
checked  by  the  neighbouring  fharp  Particles, 
the  watery  Ones  contributing  to  their  Harrrio- 
ny,  remained  undifturbed,  and  fuffered  no 
Change.  But  now  the  conftant  Fever  and 
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Want  of  Reft,  the  Excrements  of  our  Food,  or 
the  nitro-fulphureous,  fait,  fharp,  or  pungent 
Particles  are  not  corredled  by  the  Blood,  nor 
difcharged  5  for,  being  mixed  together,they  are 
put  into  a  Fermentation, are  raifed  higher,  de¬ 
generate  into  a  fiery  Quality,  and  difturb  the 
whole  Mafs  of  Blood,  which  they  inflame  by 
Means  of  a  quick  Circulation.  Thus  the 
Spirits  of  the  Blood  are  more  and  more  in¬ 
flamed;  as,  the  Spirits  being  fet  on  Fire,  the 
whole  Microcofm  feems  to  be  in  a  Conflagra¬ 
tion.  The  Heart  boils,  and  next  the  whole 
Body  glows.  It  is  not  to  be  admired  then, 
when  the  whole  Body  is  thus  diford  ered,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  vital  Spirits,  that  the  Brain, 
with  its  animal  Spirits,  Ihould  be  alfo  affeded, 
and  that  a  Phrenfy  fhould  be  produced.  Then 
the  animal  Spirits,  defigned  for  the  Fences 
of  Life,  are  tolTed  about  through  the  Pores 
of  the  Brains,  without  any  Order,  by  the  he¬ 
terogenous  Particles ;  yet  they  always  fly  to 
the  Brain,  as  to  a  Place  of  Refuge,  and  in 
their  Confufion  form  feveral  Phantoms.  Hence 
it  is,  that,  thefe  Spirits  being  driven,  fome- 
times  to  one  Part  of  the  Brain,  and  fometimes 
to  another,  they  excite  the  Patient  to  mad 
Speeches,  or  Geftures.  The  Reafon  or  Judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Perfon  thus  affeded,  does  not 
labour  under  this  Difordcr,  though  the  Mind 
produces  feveral  abfurd  and  foolifti  Effeds  in 
the  Body  ;  for,  when  any  one  thus  indifpof- 
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cd  is  out  of  Humour,  it  is  not  his  Judgment 
that* deceives  him,  fince  fuch  Ideas  were  actu¬ 
ally  reprefen  ted  to  him  by  the  Mind,  as  necef- 
farily  muftput  him  out  of  Humour^  and  he  on¬ 
ly  errs  in  this,  that  he  imagines  thefe  Ideas  to  ' 
be  reprefented  to  him  by  an  external  Caufe. 

The  Galenijis  oppofe  this  Opinion,  faying, 

‘  That  in  all  Fevers,  the  Heart  is  inflamed 
‘  together  with  the  vital  Spirits  all  over  the 

*  Body;  the  Brain,  they  fay,  is  alfo  inflamed 
‘  with  iVs  animal  Spirits,  and  of  Courfe  a 

*  Phrenfy  mufl:  follow  in  all  Fevers:*  The  Ab^ 
furdity  of  \yhich  is  very  plain  ;  for,  though  the 
Heart  and  vital  Spirits  are  inflamed,  neverthe- 
lefs,  while  the  Spirits  are  thus  inflamed  by  the 
Particles  contained  in  the  Blood,  and  afcend 
to  the  Brain,  by  the  Coolnefs  of  the  Brain  thefe 
Spirits  are  tempered  and  refrefhed,  fo  that  in 
many  Fevers  no  Phrenfy  intervenes,  becaufe  of 
the  natural  and  innate  Coolnefs  and  Moiflure 
of  that  Organ.  And,  though  the  Heart  and 
it’s  vital  Spirits  fliould  be  inflamed,  it  does  not 
follow  that  the  Brain  and  animal  Spirits  fliould 
labour  under  the  fame  Diforder. 

The  Galenijts  boaft,  ‘  That,*  in  a  Phrenfy, 

‘  an  Impofthume  is  made  both  in  the  Sub- 

*  fiance  of  the  Brain  and  in  It’s  Membranes, by 

*  the  Extravafation  of  the  Blood  ;  ’  but, in  the 
many  Obfervations  we  have  made,  we  never 
could  fee  any  fuch  Impofthume,  and  having 
affifted  feveral  Perfons  who  laboured  under  a 
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Ehrenfy,  occafioned  by  deep  Wounds  receiv¬ 
ed  in  the  Head,  of  which  they  died)  and,  be¬ 
ing  opened,  no  inflammatory  Tumour  ap¬ 
peared:  There  are  rriany  Examples  of  Per¬ 
sons  who  died  of  a  Phrenfy,  and,  being  after¬ 
wards  opened,  no  Sign  of  an  Inflammation 
appeared  on  the  Brain  or  Membranes.  Rho~ 
4ius  *  relates,  ‘  That,  a  Perfon,  who  died  of 
^  a  Phrenfy,  being  opened  two  Days  after, 

‘  his  Brain  and  Membranes  were  of  a  very  red 
*  Colour,  and  fo  fwelled,  that  the  Veins  were 
^  eafily  feparated  from  its  Subftance.'  Nicho- 
las  Font  anus  •f  obferves  of  one  who  died  of 
a  Phrenfy,  whofe  Head  was  opened,  that  the 
Brain  and  Membranes  appeared  all  over  flained 
with  Blood,  and  the  Pia  Mater,  fwelled  with 
ablackifh  Blood.  In  a  Phrenfy  the  Brain  and 
Membranes  are  not  affedted,  neither  are  they 
fubjedl  to  an  Impofthume.  The  Blood  alone, 
which  is  the  Seat  of  the  Spirits,, through  thdr  ' 
great  Diforder,  is  put  into  a  Fermentation, 
and  at  length  the  Blood  ftagnates )  hence  fol¬ 
lows  a  Catechus,  and  Death  next.  If  when 
an  Inflammation  happens  in  the  Membranes, 
and  that  it  is  not  refolved,  but  gathers  into 
Matter,  on  fuch  an  Occafion,  the  Brain 
lufFers,  and  the  Suppuration  becomes  a  Gan¬ 
grene,  and  confequently  a  Rottennefs,  which

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is  as  mortal  as  it  is  rare.  Hippocrates  *  fays,* 
^  That  thofe,  who  have  their  Brains  rotten, 

*  die  in  three  Days  Time,  but,  if  they  fhould 
^  live  beyond  that  Crifis,  that  they  will  re- 
‘  cover/  We  ourfelves  have  feen  Perfons  la¬ 
bouring  under  this  Diforder,  when  they  were 
in  the  Agonies  of  Death, difcharge  rotten  {link¬ 
ing  Brains,  by  the  Noftrils,  Eyes,  and  Ears.  ' 
The  mediate  Caufes  of  this  Agitation  of 
the  Spirits  in  the  Brain  are  all  thofe  Things 
that  bring  an  immoderate  Heat  on  the  Mafs 
of  Blood,  whereby  the  Spirits  are  rendered 
more  hot  and  adlive,  and  are  moved  with 
lefs  Regularity  and  Order  in  the  Brain.  Thus 
begins  the  Want  of  Reft,  and  next  to  it  comes 
the  Phrenfy.  Wherefore  on  the  Increafe  of 
burning  and  continual  Fevers,  or  on  being 
taken  with  thefe  Diforders,  the  Phrenfy  is 
apt  to  fhew  itfelf,  as  the  Blood  muft,  at  thefe 
Conjunctures,  be  in  a  great  Fermentation. 
Sometimes  in  the  Beginning  of  a  Fever,  when 
the  Blood  is  not  too  hot,  nor  the  Body  over¬ 
heated,  the  Patient  is  however  very  reftlefs, 
and  with  a  flight  Phrenfy ;  this  Diforder  of 
the  Spirits  has  fhewn  its  Rife  from  the  Malig¬ 
nity  of  the  Fever,  which  lies  like  a  Snake  in 
the  Grafs,  as  it  happens  in  Plagues  and  other 
malignant  Diftempers,  Thus  we  find  that 
malignant  Fevers  are  frequently  attended  with 

•  Vid.  Hip.  Aph.  L.  Se^.  7. 
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Phrenfies,  without  any  extraprdinary  Fer¬ 
mentation  in  the  Blood,  or  Heat  in  the 
Body.  ' 

The  mediate  Caufes,  therefore,  are  the  fuU 
phureous,  fait,  and  fliarp  Particles  begotten 
in  the  l^uiman  Body,  out  of  its  Nourifliment, 
and  not  by  any  occafional  Caufe.  Alfo  the 
fqorching  Heat  of  the  Air  or  Sun  in  the  Dcg'- 
Days,  at  which  Time  thefe  Particles  are  wont 
to  infeft  the  Brain  and  caufe  Phrenfies.  The 
Body  is  heated  by  Difputes,  Brawlings,  re^- 
ceived  Injuries,  and  fuch  like  Caufes  of  An¬ 
ger,  particularly  in  younger  Days.  Likewife 
too  much  Exercife,  whether  at  Work,  or  any 
Diverfion,  fuch  as  Running,  freely  Drinking 
of  flrong  Liquors,  inordinate  Diet,  long  Stu¬ 
dies,  nodlurnal  Lucubrations,  hot  Medicines, 
too  much  Ufe  of  Spices,  Luxury,  and  fuch 
like,  which  are  apt  to  over-heat  the  Body. 
Alfo  negledled  Labour  or  Exercife,  in  which 
the  excreted  Excrements  are  gathered  into  a 
Heap.  The  Excretions  being  fupprefled, 
fuch  as  the  Piles,  Months,  &c,  at  length  the 
Paflions  of  the  Mind,  of  which  Artger  leads 
the  Van,  difpofe  both  to  a  Fever  and 
Phrenfy  :  For  Anger  itfelf  is  a  Sort  of  a  fmall 
natural  Fever,  while  the  Blood  boils  about 
the  Heart ;  as  long  as  that  Paflion  holds,  it 
heats  the  Body,  reddens  the  Face,  makes  the 
Pulfe  go  quicker,  and  increafes  the  Fermen¬ 
tation 
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tation  of  the  Blood,  wherefore  it  is  not  to  be 
adn>ired  if.  a  Fever  and  Phrenfy  ftiould  fol^ 
low. 

That  Phrenfy  is  mortal,  and  few  efcape,  it, 
which  affeds  the  moft  noble  Part,  and  kills 
within  feven  Days,  unlefs  it  be  prevented  be¬ 
fore  it  comes  to  a  Head.  The  Tongue,  treii><-* 
bling  Hands,  Sobbings,  Gnafhingof  Teeth, 
Convulfions,  denote  a  mortal  Phrenfy,. 
Alfo  a  trembling  Voice,  when  the  Patients 
pick  up  Straws  or  Feathers,  and  an  infenfible 
Difcharge  of  the  Dregs  and  Urine  ;  Choleric 
and  violent  black  Vomits  are  melancholy 
Signs  of  Death,  and  the  Patient  does  not  long 
furvive.  If  a  Phrenfy  turns  to  a  Lethargy,  it 
is  mortal.  Bleeding  at  the  Nofe  is  an  infalli¬ 
ble  Sign  of  this  Diftempers  being  mortal,  as 
are  white  Stools,  white  and  clear  Urine.  All 
thefe  difeover  a  great  Oppreffion  of  the  Brain, 
or  fulphureous  Particles  raifed  from  every  Part 
of  the  Body  that  infeft  it.  A  red  Stool  is 
bad,  becaufe  it  (hews  every  Thing  to  be  more 
aduft,  either  by  an  irregular  Fermentation  and 
Heat,  or  the  Blood  mixt  with  it.  The  Phren¬ 
fy,  which  is  joined  to  a  hedic,  or  dry  and  hot 
Body,  fcarcely  can  be  cured,  becaufe  the  ani¬ 
mal  Spirits,  in  fuch  a  Body,  are  rendered 
more  fliarp,  four,  and  pungent. 

However,  great  Hopes  are  to  be  entertain¬ 
ed,  if  by  Sleep  the  Delirium  is  carried  off,  be¬ 
caufe  the  Patient  is  then  to  be  deemed  out  of 

Danger, 
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Danger,  if  the  Delirium  be  attended  with 
Laughter ;  but,  if  the  Perfon  labouring  under 
this  Diforder  fhould  prove  fulky  and  bold, 
then  the  Danger  is  greater.  If  the  Petfon  af- 
flifted  with  a  Phrenfy  has  feveral  Intervals,  it 
is  a  better  Sign,  than  if  the  Diforder  was 
to  be  conftant ;  and  if  the  Violence  of  the 
Symptoms  fhould  diminifh,  and  that  the  Pa¬ 
tient  is  not  reduced  to  a  weak  State :  Alfo,  if, 
after  the  Rage  of  the  Sicknefs  is  over,  any 
great  Evacuations  fhould  happen,  either  by 
Sweating,  the  Piles,  or  by  Stools,  thefe  are 
likewife  Signs  of  Recovery. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  fome  Deliriums ^ 
in  Phrenjies  and  Paraphrenfies  are  Critical, 
and  therefore  to  be  diflinguifhed  from  the 
Symptomatic  Deliriums,  which  are  to  be 
cured,  but  the  others  are  to  be  left  wholly  ro 
Nature.  The  Critical  Delirium  is  known  by 
thefe  Signs,  viz,  a  Bleeding  at  the  Nofe, 
the  Urine  high-coloured,  the  Pulfe  uneven 
and  high :  Alfo,  when  the  Patient  is  not  very 
refllefs  under  thefe  Symptoms,  a  Flafhing  in 
the  Eyes ;  if  from  the  Delirium  comes  a  fud- 
den  Head-Ach,  and  the  Nofe  itches,  the 
Face  reddens  5  when  the  Hypochondriac 
Parts  extend  eafily,  the  Patient’s  Age  youth¬ 
ful,  and  accuftomed  to  bleed  at  the  Nofe, 
Phyficians  are  to  ad:  cautioufly  in  fuch  Deli¬ 
riums,  and  to  leave  the  Cure  thereof  to  Na¬ 
ture, 


\ 
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ture,  which  caufes  it,  and  proves  very  falu- 
brious  and  healthful. 

T!he  Method  of  airing  Phrenfes  by  the  An-- 

tients, 

\  ^ 

The  Method  of  curing  Phrenfies  was  firft 
pradlifed  by  the  Galeniflsy  as  the  moft  an- 
tient^  and  the  moft  expert  in  the  Art  of  Kil¬ 
ling;  and  next  by  the  Difciples  of  Hippo¬ 
crates,  The  Galenifs^  as  it  is  a  moft  acute 
Diforder,  began  with  opening  the  Cephalic 
yein;  if  the  Patient  abounded  with  Blood, 
they  opened  the  Bafilic,  or  middle  Vein,  firft, 
and,  a  few  Hours  after,  the  Cephalic.  If  this 
Diftemper  had  its  Rife  from  the  Suppreflion 
of  the  Piles,  or  Months,  the  Saphena  Vein 
was  opened  in  the  Foot,  and  next  the  Cepha¬ 
lic,  that  the  Diforder  which  reached  the 
Head  might  be  brought  down.  One  Bleed¬ 
ing  is  not  fufficient  to  cure  this  Diftemper ; 
therefore  it  fhould  be  repeated  two  or  three 
Times  or  more  in  the  Beginning  ;  or  as  the 
lilnefs  increafed,  and  ' the  Patient's  Conftitu- 
tion  required  it. 

If  one  labouring  under  a  conftant  Fever,  , 
ihould  be  feized  with  a  Phrenfy,  as  often 
happens,  when  the  Fever  grows  higher.  Na¬ 
ture  being  unfettled,  and,  through  the  Malig¬ 
nity  of  the  diftempcred  Humour,  tranfmits 
tjie  Choler  to  the  Head ;  the  Patient  having 
'  been 
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been  let  Blood  before,  on  Account  of  the 
Fever,  they  repeated  the  fame  again.  But,  as 
by  the  firft  Evacuations,  as  well  as  the  Fever, 
the  Patient’s  Strength  is  greatly  Icllened,  this 
laft  Bleeding  was  more  fparing  and  lefs  copi¬ 
ous,  being  out  of  the  Cephalic  Vein,  if  the 
Perfon’s  Strength  permitted  it ;  if  not,  out' of 
both  the  Saphcend's  in  the  Feet,  the  Opening 
of  which,  they  fay,  did  a  deal  of  Good  to  the 
Infirm,  in  thefe  Diforders. 

They  hold  that  Bleeding  is  the  rnofl  effec¬ 
tual  Remedy  in  Phrenfies,  which  Opinion 
will  ftand  as  long  as  there  are  Galenijh,  They 
maintain  that  the  Blood  governs  the  Gholer/ 
and  that  the  Phrenfy  is  caufed  by  the  Choler’s 
Rifing  to  the  Brain.  The  Blood  being  drawn, 
which  checked  the  Choler,  this  latter,  finding 
itfelf  then  at  Liberty,  infefts  the  Brain,  as  it 
is  of  a  fiery  Quality.  The  Galenijis^  in  fuch 
Cafe,  ought  to  let  the  Choler  out,  and  not  the 
Blood,  Some  Gaknijis  reply  to  this  Objec¬ 
tion,  ‘  That  there  are  two  Sorts  of  Phren- 
‘  fies,  one  proceeding  from  the  Blood,  and 
‘  the  other  from  Choler :  That  Bleeding  is 
*  proper  for  the  former,  as  Purging  is  for  the 
‘  latter.’  But  this  is  another  of  their  Deli¬ 
riums  j  for  it  is  generally  agreed  upon,  that 
Phrenfy  is  caufed  by  choleric  Blood,  neither  is 
the  Choler  fecreted  from  the  Blood.  In  order 
then  to  edud:  Choler,  it  was  neceflary  to  let 
Blood,  not  once,  but  frequently  and  copi- 

oufly. 
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oufly,  that  fome  Quantity  of  Choler  may  be 
drawn.  Some  Galmijls  are  of  Opinion  that 
it  is  necefFary  to  bleed,  even  to  the  Weaken¬ 
ing  of  the  very  Soul.  Matters  being  thus  pre- 
mifed,  the  Patients,  through  their  conftant 
Motions  and  Agitations,  are  brought  very 
low,  their  Strength  is  loft,  and  no  Hopes  can 
be  had  of  them,  in  fuch  a  bad  Condition  ;  the 
Phrenfy  degenerates  into  a  Syncope  or  Le¬ 
thargy.  However,  Care  is  to  be  taken  of  their 
prefent  and  future  Strength  ;  for,  iii‘  the  moft 
acute  Diftempers,  it  is  better  to  preferve  than 
to  lofe  it.  In  this  Cafe  a  light  Diet  is  obferv- 
ed,  and  it  has  been  frequently  feen,  that  thofe 
who  labour  under  this  Diftemper,  have  no 
Senfe  of  Hunger  or  Thirft,  becaufe  the  Mind 
is  difordered,  and  employed  in  other  Thoughts; 
fo  that  they  muft  be  forced  to  eat  and  drink, 
but  very  moderately.  Other  Galerdjlsy  after 
the  Cephalic  Vein,  the  Difeafe  ftill  continu¬ 
ing,  let  Blood  out  of  the  For  ehead  Vein  ;  but, 
when  it  cannot  be  pricked,  they  apply  Leeches 
to  the  Ncftrils,  or  prick  them  with  Horfe- 
Briftles,  that  they  may  open  a  Vein.  TheG^- 
lenijis^  guided  as  it  were  by  Diogenes'^  Lant- 
horn,  exhauft  all  the  Veins  of  the  Bodyinfearch 
of  the  Phrenfy,  which,  according  to  their  Opi¬ 
nion,  is  feated  in  the  Blood  ;  but,  inftcad  of 
banifhing  that  mortal  Enemy,  they  fend  the 
Patient  to  the  other  World. 

When  a  Vein  cannot  be  opened,  they  cup 
the  Patients,  firft  in  the  lower  Parts,  and 

next 
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next  in  the  upper  Parts  5  they  cup  the  Shins 
and  other  Parts  without  any  Scarification, 
They  ufe  Fridtions  in  thefe  Parts,  and  bind  up 
the  Thighs  with  Ligatures ;  they  blifter  the 
Shoulders  and  Arms,  which  inflames  the 
Blood,  and  renders  it  more  fharp  and  four. 
They  order  Clyflers  to  be  given  every  Day, 
made  of  cooling  and  moiflening  Ingredients, 
whereby  the  Sharpnefs  of  the  Humour  may 
be  tempered,  as  they  think,and  their  Motions 
brought  down  to  their  lower  Parts.  Their  ' 
Prefeription  runs  thus,

They  ufe  no  Oils  in  thefe  Clyfters,  becaufe' 
they  are  eaflly  inflamed ;  and,  like  Dregs  lying 
in  the  Inteftines,  would  caufe  arid  nourifh 
Phrenfies,  as  they  abound  with  choleric 
Jtleat.  Intricate  is  the  Way  from  the  Bowels 
to  the  Head,  neither  have  we  ever  heard  of 
Phrenfies  being  cured  by  a  Clyfier.  Other 
Remedies,  befides  thofe  applied  to  the  Back- 
fide,  mufl  be  made  ufe  of  in  fuch  a  Diforder. 

If 
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If  onfe,  with  a  conftant  Fever,  fhould  be 
attacked  with  a  Phrenfy,  a  great  Apparatus 
for  Purging  is  made,  to  which  they  imme¬ 
diately  fly  as  to  their  lafl:  Shift,  and  pretend  ' 
to  alter  the  Choler  by  three  Syrups.

But  as  the  Diftemper  gains  Ground,and  they 
are  not  able  to  put  a  Stop  to  it,  Recourfe  is 
immediately  had  to  purging  Phyfic,  which  is 
made  of  a  cooling  Decdd:ion  with  mild  Phy¬ 
fic,  fuch  as  Sena,  Rhubarb,  Manna,  Caffia, 
Tamarinds,  Catholicon,  -and  Syrup  of  purg¬ 
ing  Rofes.

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But,  how  it  is  poffible  for  thefe  Galenic 
Draughts  to  cure  the  Phrenfy,  we  cannot  con¬ 
ceive  ;  becaufe  the  Patients,  being  diftrad:ed  in 
their  Minds,  obey  not  the  Phyficians  Orders, 
neither  will  they  liften  to  the  Advice  of 
Friends,  and  frequently  refufe  to  take  either 
Phyfic  or  Nouciftiment. ,  However,  fuppo- 
fing  that  they  fhould  take  the  Purges  as  here 
prefcribed,  they  do  not  produce  the  de fired 
Effedt.  Befides,'  there  are  no  Medicines, 
which  purge  one  Humour  before  another. 
For  Rhubarb  does  not  purge  Choler,  butdif- 
turbs  the  Humours,  arid  gives  them  a  yellow 
Tinfture.  Moreover,  by  Purging,  the  kind 
Humours  and  the  Serum  of  the  Blood  fuffer 
an  Evacuation,  w’hereby  the' fait,  fharp,  and 
acute  Humours,  which  before  were  corredled 
and  diluted,  by  this  Evacuation  of  the  kind 
Humours  and  the  Serum,  are  rendered  more 
fait,  fharp,  and  acute,  and  are  raifed  to  a 
Burning  Nature.  Thus  it  is  that  they  fub- 
vcrt  the  Mafs  of  Blood  with  great  Eafe ;  for, 
as  the  Spirits  are  irritated  by  their  unnatural 
Heat,  they  .fly  to  the  Head,  as  to  an  Afylum 
or  Sandtuary,  and  thence  the  Diforder  has  its 
Rife.  ^There  is  no  Codlion  of  the  Humours, 
becaufe  there  has  been  no  Secretion  by  Na¬ 
ture,  therefore  Purging  is  not  to  be  made  ufe 
of.  No  Swelling  is  obferved.  It  is  mixed  with 
other  Humours,  and  tolTed  here  and  there, 
not  fecreted ;  which  is  the  Caufe  that  the 

Matter 
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Matter  does  not  fwell,  and  cannot  be  difturb- 
ed  in  this  great  Confufion  of  the  Huqaours. 

After  the  Opening  of  a  Vein,  and  apply¬ 
ing  purging  Medicines,  they  have  Recourfe 
to  other  Expedients,  to  prevent  the  Mounting 
of  the  Humours,  and  cool  the  Brain,  in  the 
following  Manner  :•

The  ignorant  Galenijls  mix  Vinegar  with 
their  Ingredients,  which  in  reality  is  mot  to 
be  prefcribed ;  for  Vinegar,  in  nervous  Difor- 
ders  and  Inflammations,  is  hoftile  and  hurt¬ 
ful,  and  oflFends  both  the  Nerves  arid  Mem¬ 
branes  :  And,  as  the  Phrerriy  is  an  Inflamma- 

C  Z  tion 
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tion  of  the  Brain  and  Membranes,  it  plainly 
'  appears  that  Vinegar  is  not  proper  to  be  mix¬ 
ed  in  this  Prefcription.  But  all  thofe,  who 
make  ufe  of  Oxyrrhonida,  mix  Vinegar  in 
'  fmall  Quantities,  on  Account  of  its  Sharpnefs^ 
IHowever,  they  err  in  the  Application  of  the 
'Oxyrrhonida ;  firft,  becaufe  Vinegar  prevents 
Sleep,  though  it  be  mixed  in  a  fmall  Quan¬ 
tity  ;  next,  by  the  Mixture  of  Oil,  for  Oil 
flops  the  Pores :  Vinegar  and  Water  flick 
not  to  the  Skin,  but  drop  from  it,  and  no 
Refrigeration  follows ;  but  a  contrary  Effeft 
proceeds  from  the  Oil,  that  is,  an  exceffive 
Heat  in  the  Brain,  the  Tranfpiration  being 
flopped.  The  Brain  is  naturally  cold  ;  and  it 
is  to  be  feared  left  the  Patient  fliould  fall  into 
a  fleepy  Diforder,  the  Organ  of  Senfe  being 
firfl  rendered  cold,  elpecially  if  the  fick  Per- 
fon  be  old  and  weak. 

To  cool  the  Choler,  they  give  Juleps,  E- 
mulfions,  and  Eleduaries  to  be  taken  in¬ 
wardly.

With  thefe  Prefcriptions  the  Galenifts  think 
to  cool,  or  at  leaft  to  temper  the  hot  and 
fharp  Humours  and  the  Choler.  But  who 
could  ever  cool  a  Fire  of  this  Nature  ?  If  the 
Choler,  according  to  their  Opinion,  be  equal 
to  the  Element  of  Fire,  how  can  it  be  re-, 
frefhed  ? 

They  apply  externally  cooling  Things  to 
the  Liver  and  Heart.  They  rub  the  Reins 
over  with  an  Ointment  made  of  Rofes,  and  - 
waxed  Sanders,  and  fprinkle  them  over  with 
Lettuce- Water.  They  anoint  the  Breafl:  with 
opening  Oils.  They  wrap  up  the  Tefticlcs 
with  Linnen  Cloaths,  dipped  in  Oxycrato  ; 
they'wafh  the  Feet  with  a  cooling  Decoc¬ 
tion  5  which  Coolnefs  they  think  is  commu¬ 
nicated  by  the  Nerves  to  the  whole  Body  and 
to  the  Brain.  Thus  they  prefcribe,

The  Galenifis  are  fb  accurate  in  their  Cures, 
that  they  leave  no  fort  of  Medicine  untried ;  ■ 
nor  any  Part  from  the  Top  oftheHeadto  the 
Sole  of  the  Foot  without  making  an  Experi¬ 
ment  upon.  In  all  other  Diford ers  they  do 
not  call  half  the  Medicines  to  their  Affiftance, 
as  they  do  to  cure  the  Phrenfy.  We  omit 
feveral  ridiculous  Things  which  they  make 
ufe  of,  on  fuch  Occafions ;  and  fay,  that,  as 
the  Phrenfy  is  but  one  Diforder,  it  only  re¬ 
quires  one  Medicine. 

Amongft  all  the  Symptoms,  which  all 
have  allowed  to  be  an  infeparable  Companion 
of  the  Phrenfy,  is  the  Want  of  Reft  ;  there¬ 
fore  Sleep  is  to  be  procured  not  only  by  mild 
Prefcriptions,  but  by  applying  ftronger 
Things,  in  cafe  of  Need,  to  cool  the  Brain. 
Hippocrates  fays  ‘  When  a  Delirium  is  ta- 

*  ken  away  by  Sleep,  it  is  a  good  'Sign  •,  when 

*  not,  otherwife/  Therefore  Sleep  is  to  be 
provoked  by  all  manner  of  Means,  both  in¬ 
ternal  and  external.  The  external  ones  are 
Wafliings  or  Bathings,  Sprinklings,  Embro¬ 
cations,  in  fair  Water,  or  that  of  Violets  and 
Lettuces,

Thefe  Waters  are  not  to  be  ufed  on  the 
Head  only  by  Bathing  of  it,  but  alfo  on  th^ 
Shins  and  the  Hands  wafhed  in  it ;  and  this 
frequently  to  induce  Sleep.  The  Galenijis 
think  that  Mandrake  Apples,  the  Flowers  of 
Rofes,  Violets,  Rofe- water,  and  Nenuphar 
can  caufe  Sleep,  as  well  as  Anointing  the 
Temples  and  Noftrils  with  Oil  of  Violets, 
Nenuphar,  Poppy,  Mandrake,  and  Populeon. 
But  of  all  thefe  an  Opiate  is  the  moft  ef- 
fedtuaL

Among  other  ■  Medicines  which  they  give 
them  to  drink,  are  Syrup  of  Lettuces,  Pop¬ 
py,  Philonium,  Requies  Nicolai'  and  Oak 
Nepenth.  But  thefe  Sleeping  Draughts  are 
to  be  ufed  very  cautioufly,  they  being  not  'on¬ 
ly  capable  of  extinguifhing  the  natural  Heat, 
but,  by  over-cooling  the  Patient,  may  throw 
him  into  a  Cattochum,  and,  by  falling  Into  a 
Slumber,  he  may  never  rife  out  of  it.  Some, 
being  made  wife  at  the  Expence  of  others, 
ufe  only  two  Drams  of  Poppy,  fqueezed  in 

C  4  Water 
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Water,  or  Broth,  which  they  give  the  Patient 
.  to  drink. 

Lafily^  To  cure  a  Phrenfy,  they  make  ufc 
of  Pigeons,  Pallets,  Cocks,  or  Whelps, 
which  they  had  drawn  or  gutted  ;  and,  being 
cut  in  the  middle,  lay  them  hot  to  the  fhav- 
ed  Head  of  the  Patient :  They  alledge,  thdt, 
tho’  thefe  Animals  are  hot,  that  it  is  a  natural 
Heat, and  very  mild,  and  greatly  agreeing  with 
the  Heat  of  our  Bowels  of  Courfe  •  and  not 
only  eafes  and  ftrengthens  the  Brain, but  drives 
away  the  infefting  Humour,  whofe  Acrimo¬ 
ny  it  tempers.  There  were  fome  Galenijis 
who  rejeded  this  Method  of  Curing,  as  not 
recommended  by  Galen,  But  Nature,  which 
had  not  laid  open  all  her  Secrets  to  him,  in 
the  Procefs  of  Time,  revealed  this  new  No- 
ftrum  to  a  few  of  his  moll  faithful  Difciples. 
However,  thefe  Animals,  thus  butchered,  are 
only  fo  many  Sacrifices  offered  to  Phrenfy, 
and  the  Patient  himfelf  is  at  laft  facrificed.

Having  impartially  weighed,  and  as  im¬ 
partially  exploded  the  Galenifs  Method  of 
Curing  the  Phrenfy,  we  muft  at  prefent  bring 
our  own  upon  the  Carpet ;  in  doing  of  which, 
that  we  may  proceed  methodically,  we  have 
placed  it  chiefly  in  a  well-governed  Diet,  but 

muft

•  muft  firft  premife  fomething  relating  to  the 
Air. 

The  Air  ought  to  be  contrary  to  this  DI- 
ftemper ;  that  is,  temperate,  pure,  and  in¬ 
clining  to  be  cold.  Hot  and  dry  Air  is  to  be 
fhunned,  as  it  increafes  Phrenfy,  by  over-fa¬ 
tiguing  the  Animal  Spirits.  In  the  Dog-Days^ 
when  the  Air  is  hotter  and  dryer,  Phrenfies 
often  happen.  Too  cold  an  Air  is  to  be  a- 

■  voided ;  for,  as  it  condenfates  the  Pores,  it  in- 
fenfibly  puts  a  Stop  to  Perfpiration.  In  the 

■  Summer -’Sea fon^  where  the  Air  is  too  hot,  it 
Is  to  be  cooled  by  Art ;  as,  in  the  Winter^  the 
Coldnefs  of  the  Weather  may  be  mitigatqd 
by  artificial  Heat. 

But  as  it  has  been  controverted,  in  the  Re- 
-  public  of  Phyfic,  Whether  a  light  or  dark  Air 
'  agreed  beft  with  a  Perfon  having  a  Phrenfy  ? 
Celfus  and  Ceelius  Aurelianus  refolved  this 
Difficulty  ;  for,  in  chufing  the  Air  for  thofe 
who  are  afflidled  with  this  Malady,  Regani 
'  muft  be  had  to  the  Difference  of  their  Coi>- 
ftitutions ;  as  fome  are  more  difturbed  .  by 
Darknefs  than  Light.  Many,  while  they  are 
in  a  clear  Air,  imagine  to  fee  feveral  Things 
which  exift  not,  and  take  one  Thing  for  an¬ 
other  ;  therefore,  their  Rooms  fliould  have  no 
Pictures,  fince  the  Variety  of  their  Colauts 
give  them  a  greater  Opportunity  of  conceiv¬ 
ing  many  falfe  Ideas,  which  increafe  the  Djf. 
order.  Such  Patients  ought  to  be  kept!in  a 

dark 
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dark  Place.  On  the  other  Hand,  if  the  Per- 
fon  thus  diftempered  be  uneafy,  and  abhors 
a  dark  Lodging,  he  ought  to  be  kept  in  one 
that  is  lightfome. 

Let  the  Diet  be  moiftening  and  cooling, 
fuch  as  peeled  Barley,  Hafty-Pudding,  Salle- 
ries,  Succories,  and  the  like.  Falling  de- 
ftroysthe  Strength,  and  walles  the  Animal 
Spirits.  All  lharp,  hot,  and  fpicy  Vicfluals 
are  to  be  Ihunned,  as  they  provoke  the  Blood 
and  the  Animal  Spirits.  No  Fruit  is  to  be 
eaten,  becaufe  they  grov7  four  in  the  Stomach 
of  the  Patient.  When  this  Diforder  begins 
to  decline,  they  may  eat  fmall  Fifh. 

Let  their  Drink  be  Water  made  of  Barjey, 
Lettuces,  Sallery,  Calabafs,  Whey,  or  a  De- 
codlion  of  Tamarinds  It  has  been  queftion- 
ed,  Whether  cold  Water  ought  to  be  allowed 
in  this  Diforder  to  be  drank  ?  To  which  we 
anfwer, That,  becaufe  of  the  Fever,  itfeems  to 
be  neceflary  ;  but  the  Conftitution  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient  will  not  always  bear  it.  All  manner  of 
Strong  Liquors,  Cordial  Waters,  but  above 
all  Wine,  and  the  Spirits  thereof,  are  to  be 
Ihunned,  like  a  Snake,  We  4y,  that  it 
would  be  as  good  to  give  Poifon,  as  Wine,  in 
this  Diftemper  ;  for  it  inflames  the  Blood  and 
Animal  Spirits :  For  which  Reafon,  Hippo^ 
crates  faid,  *  That  Wine  was  not  proper  to  be 
*  drank  under  any  Difturbance  of  the  Mind.’ 
Some  will  give  Wine,  when  the  Strength  is 

weak- 
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weakened,  the  Stomach  cold,  and  that  the 
Patient  is  not  very  reftlefs.  But  we  are  of 
Opinion,  that  Wine  never  ought  to  be  given 
before  the  Fever  •  is  quite  gone.  Let  the  Ex- 
ercife  be  moderate  ;  violent  Motions  inflame 
the  Blood,  and  exhauft  the  Animal  Spirits. 
For  this  Reafon,  the  Sick  are  to  be  carefully 
watched,  left  they  ftiould  do  anv  Mifchief  to 
themfelves,  or  to  others :  And,  if  they  cannot 
be  kept  quiet  by  fair  Means,  they  ought  to 
be  bound. 

It  is  quarried.  How  the  Strength  of  a  Per- 
fon,.  in  a  Phrenfy,  exceeds  that  which  he  had 
when  he  was  well  ?  Celfus  anfwers  this  Pro¬ 
blem,  faying,  ‘  That  the  Body  is  the  lefs  fub- 
*  jedt  to  Perfpiration,and  the  Flefh  more  con- 
‘  denfed  together/  But  this  Anfwer  does  not 
fquare  ;  for,  in  this  Diforder,  great  Perfpira- 
tion  is  obferved,  occalioned  by  the  acute  Fe¬ 
ver,  the  Inflammation  of  the  Brain  and  its 
Membranes,  and  the  Confufion  of  the  Ani¬ 
mal  Spirits.  Galen  imputed  this  Change  of 
Strength  to  the  Heat  and  Drynefs  of  the 
Members;  alledging  that  the  Drynefs  of  the 
Body  contributed  much  to  increafe  Strength. 
But,  by  his  Leave,  and  that  of  his  Difciples, 
this  Anfwer  favours  of  Idiotifm ;  becaufe  to 
fay,  that  hot  and  dry  Bodies  are  ftrong, 
carries  no  Truth  with  it :  And  thofe,  who  la¬ 
bour  under  a  Phrenfy,  are  not  all  of  the  fame 
Quality  and  Difpofition  :  And,  though  he  has 

alTign- 
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affigned  tJie  material  Cauie,  which  is  the 
Body,  for  Heat  and  Drynefs,  yet  he  has  not 
^touched  on  the  efficient  Caufe  of  the  Strength, 
on  which  this  Difparity  wholly  depends. 

In  order  to  clear  this  Point,  we  fay,  that 
the  efficient  Caufe  of  this  extraordinary 
Strength  is  no  other  than  exalted  Life  j  for 
no  Agent  ads,  unlefs  exalted  ;  and,  the  more 
he  is  raifed,  the  greater  are  his  Adions ;  and, if 
he  fhould  arrive  at  the  laft  Degree  of  Exalta¬ 
tion,  he  will  ad  beyond  natural  Strength  and 
Force,  and  will  work  Wonders.  Perfons, 
who  have  got  a  Phrenfy,  conftantly  have  a 
quick  and  high  Pulfe,  and  their  Imagination 
-  is  in  a  moft  impetuous  Motion,  which  makes 
them  prone  to  all  manner  of  Boldnefs,  full  of 
'Anger  and  favage  Behaviour.  Whatever  they 
.do,  proceeds  from  an  exalted  Life,  which  ex¬ 
ceeds  the  Power  of  Nature,  as  is  experienced 
in  their  Furies.  Hence  it  is  not  to  be  admir¬ 
ed,  that,  when  Perfons  have  recovered  from 
this  Diftemper,  they  have  not  fo  much 
Strength,  becaufe  their  Life  is  not  exalted,  and 
they  ad  according  to,  but  not  above  Nature. 

Reft  is  very  neceflary,  wherefore  the  Pa¬ 
tients  are  always  to  be  kept  quiet.  Crouds 
are  to  be  kept  from  them,  and  but  few  fuf- 
fered  to  fee  them.  The  Perfons  who  attend 
them  ought  to  be  prudent  and  very  civil ;  they 
ought  not  to  lit  near  the  Patient,  left  they 
Ihould  fix  upon  them,  hurt  them,  or  catch 

their 
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their  Fingers  in  their  Mouths.  Fabianus  ^ 
relates  how  he  had  been  bitten  by  a  Woman 
who  had  the  Phrenfy.  Thofe,  to  whom  the 
Sick  have  any  Averfion,  muft  never  appear 
before  them.  They' ought  to  be  entertained 
and  foftened  at  Times  with  Mufic. 

Sleep,  of  all  Things,  is  the  moft  necefla- 
ry,  as  the  chiefeft  Means  whereby  the  Phren¬ 
fy  is  cured  :  Therefore  all  Methods  are  to  be^ 
carefully  ufed  to  excite  it,  as  nothing  can  be 
of  more  Advantage  to  the  Patient  than  Sleep  j 
for  it  carries  off  the  Delirium,  and  the  Patient 
recovers.  To  give  them  greater  Eafe,  their 
Beds  ought  to  be  foft;  hard  Lying  is  noways 
proper  in  thefe  Cafes,  as  the  Nerves  are  af- 
fedled.  Dark  Rooms  are  moft  congruent  for 
the  Patients  who  want  to  fleep,  as  fuch  A- 
partments  contribute  to  it ;  befides,  in  Dark- 
nefs  they  can  fee  nothing  to  difturb  them'; 
.and  all  Objedls  ftiould  be  removed,  fuch  as 
Tid:ures,  &c,  from  which  they  might  conceive 
various  diftradting  Notions.  In  this  Darknefs 
they  cannot  hunt  for  thofe  Phantoms,  which 
they  fancy  to  appear  before  their  Eyes, .  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  aduft  Vapours,  and  feem 
.to  the  Patients  to  be  fixed  on  the  Bed-Cloaths, 
_or  Garments,  and  they  endeavour  to  pull 
them  off,  being  forced  thereto  through  thp 
Error  of  the  Mind.  Thefe  Notions  are  loft 

*  Fabian,  Cent.  I.  Obfervar,  84.  .  4 
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in  Darknefs  and  Sleep,  Watchings  are  to  be 
moft  carefully  avoided. 

Stools  help  Nature  very  much  j  but,  if  the 
Excrements  fhould  be  retained,  as  it  is  not 
proper  to  render  the  Pofteriors  lubricous  with 
any  other  Inftfument,  Clyfters  are  tobeadmi- 
niftered  every  Day,  Urine  is  frequently  to  be 
•fol licked, left  the  Patients  fhould  not  mind  it; 
and  they  are  to  be  admonifhed,  nay,  compel¬ 
led  to  make  Water, 

The  moft  vehement  Paffions  of  the  Mind 
are  to  be  fhunned,  particularly  Anger,  in 
which  human  Reafon  is  eafily  fhipwrecked, 
and  they  caufe  feveral  violent  and  inordinate 
Motions  under  which  they  at  laft  fink.  Both 
Mirth  and  Tears  are  ufeful  in  this  Diftemper. 
We  take  our  firft  Indication,  for  the  Cure  of 
this  Sicknefs,  from  the  Fervor  of  the  feverifli 
Blood,  the  great  Heat  of  the  Spirits,  and 
from  the  fulphureous,  fait,  and  fharp  Parti¬ 
cles,  which  drive  the  Blood  and  the  Animal 
Spirits  into  irregular  and  turbulent  Motions : 
Neither  can  the  Fervency  of  the  Blood  be 
laid,  before  the  Agitation  of  the  Spirits  is 
brought  under ;  both  which  cannot  be  effecft- 
ed  until  the  fait  Particles,  which  are  the  oc- 
Cafional  Caufes  of  thefe  Diforders,  are  banifh- 
ed. 

We  begin  this  Cure  with  Bleeding ;  Part 
of  the  inflamed  Blood  being  taken  away,  the 
Tieat  will  be  diminilhed  in  Proportion,  and 

many 
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many  (harp '  Particles,  which  difordered  the 
Blood,  will  be  carried  off.  Nothing  exte¬ 
nuates  the  Heat  of  the  Blood  more  than  the 
Opening  of  a  Vein;  and  this  we  greatly  re¬ 
commend,  in  which  we  follow  the  Opinion 
of  others,  but  not  according  to  the  Method 
of  the  Galenijis^  of  which  we  cannot  approve, 
as  we  have  already  obferved  ;  for  we  fay,  that 
a  Perfon,  labouring  under  a  Phrenfy,  has  ma¬ 
lignant  Paffions  not  to  be  cured  by  Bleeding, 
but  by  Alexipharmacons’:  and  Bezoardicks ; 
Fevers  do  not  caufe  Deliriums,  but  both  are 
produced  by  one  and  the  fame  Caufe, 

We  have  allowed  of  the  Opening  of  a 
V ein,  though  it  is  not  altogether  agreeable  to 
our  own  private  Opinion  *,  but  if  a  burning 
Fever  fhould  be  attended  with  a  Phrenfy,  and 
yet  not  malignant,  then  it  is  very  proper: 
And  in  Cafe  it  fhould  be  malignant,  in  the 
Beginning  of  the  Sicknefs,  the  Patient  may  be 
let  Blood,  and  that  reiterated  without  any 
Danger.  In  Bleeding,  Care  muft  be  taken 
to  open  proper  Veins,  for,  if  any  Evacuation 
of  the  Blood  fhould  chance  to  precede,  fuch 
as  of  the  Month,  or  of  the  Piles,  then  the 
Patient  ought  to  have  a  Vein  opened  in  the 
Foot,  and  afterwards  in  the  Arm. .  While 
the  Vein  bleeds,  the  Phyfician  fhould  hold 
his  Hand  on  the  Patient’s  Head,  that  he  may 
know  by  the  Pulfe  when  the  Patient  has  bled 
enough.  It  may  alfo  be  known  by  the  Pulfd, 

when

when  he  is  apt  to  faint.  If  the  Patient  can¬ 
not  bear  to  bleed  copioufly  at  once,  the  Ori¬ 
fice  (hould  be  clofed  with  the  Thumb  for  a 
little  Space,  and  the  Blood  fuffered  to  run  a- 
gain,  till  a  fufficient  Quantity  is  drawn  :  Thus 
the  Patient  bears  the  Lofs  of  Blood  with  lefs 
Pain*-  Some  extol  the  Opening  of  an  Artery, 
which  we  do  not  rejeft ;  but  it  ought  not  to 
be  fo  highly  praifed,  becaufe  the  Head,  where 
the  Heat  of  the  Diforder  lies,  is  full  of  Pain, 
^and  often  ftruck  by  the .  fick  Perfon,  who 
tears  the  Flefh  of  it,  which  would  hinder  an 
eafy  Clofing  of  the  Artery ;  therefore,  a  fmall 
Orifice  ought  to  be  made,  whence  the  Blood 
might  come  by  Drops. 

The  Fervency  of  the  Spirits  is  to  be  check¬ 
ed  ;  but,  as  the  conftant  Want  of  Reft  in- 
creafes  the  Phrenfy,  *  we  will  find  a  Remedy 
for  both,  by  tfie  gentle  Ufe  of  Opiates,  which 
are  very  cautioully  to  be  taken  inwardly.  But, 
if  the  Opiates  fliould  not  get  the  better  of 
the  irregular  Motions  of  the  Spirits,  they  add 
to  the  Phrenfy,  by  making  the  Patient  more 
reftlefs.  If  the  Opiates  fliould  fix  the  Spirits 
too  much,  it  is  to  be  feared,  left  the  fick 
Perfon  fliould  be  thrown  into  a  Lethargy,  out 
of  which  he  cannot  be  raifed  afterwards.  The 
Animal  Spirits,  in  a  Phrenfy,  are  more  vola¬ 
tile  ;  being  conftantly  circulated  by  Agita¬ 
tion,  and  raifed  to  the  laft  Degree  of  Volati¬ 
lization.  Many  of  them  take  Flight  in  this 

Confu- 
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Confufioh  of  the  Microcofm,  and  infenfibly 
vanifli  into  Air.  Hence  it  is  that  few  of  them 
remain,  and  thefe  by  repeated  Dofes  of  Opi¬ 
ate  may  be  fent  into  an  eternal  Lethargy; 
We  do  not  deny  but  the  Narcotics  and  tl^ 
Opiates,  when  properly  prepared  and  admi- 
niftered  in  due  Time,  are  great  Remedies,*  and 
capable  of  doing  Wonders ;  but,  if  neither 
the  Preparation^  nor  the  Time  are  exadl,  for 
adminiftering  of  them,  they  naay  do  as  much 
harm,  if  not  kill. 

Left  the  Gaknijls,  or  young  Phyficians, 
Ihould  be  deceived  in  thefe  Sorts  of  Medi¬ 
cines  ;  Firft,  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  they 
muft  be  prepared  by  a  fkilful  Chymift  j  and 
that  the  foul  Narcotic,  and  ftupifying  Sul¬ 
phur,  in  which  all  the  Virulency  confifts,  be 
exhaled,  and  corredled  by  Means  of  Acids,  fuch 
as  Vinegar.  The  Time  of  adminiftering  thefe 
Medicines  is  not,  during  the  Sicknefs  5  becaufe, 
the  Spirits  being  then  exalted  and  rebellious, 
they  will  not  yield  to,  nor  feel  their  Force  or 
Energy  ;  for  Phyfic,  though  the  moft  exqui- 
ftte,  applied  late,  will  increafe  the  Diforder. 
Let  them  be  adminiftered  then,  when  the 
Patient  begins  to  lofe  his  Reft,  or  to  be 
fleeplefs,  and  that  he  is  threatened  with  a 
Phrenfy,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Signs  of  an 
imminent  Phrenfy ;  which  v/ili  effedlually 
prevent  this  Diforder.  It  is  more  proper  to 

D  adminifter 
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aSmmifter  Naftoties,  when  the  Patient  is 
^^eeplefs,  than  when  he  has  got  the 
■pfeenfyy  becaufe  it  is  the  Bufinefs  of  a  pm- 
•  dent  Phyfician  to  forefee  what  is  to  come ; 
-arid/ ‘^wheh  the  Diforder  threatens  Ruin,  to 
'“|5tevent  it  5  for  there- are  no  Hopes  after 
^©eath.  '

'  /Bldeding  having  proved  ineffecftual,  as  of- 

‘’tendiappehs  dfi'this  Cafe  ;  all  Hopes  are  then 
placed^iri  the  Opiates,  which  fcarcely  ever 
fail ;  for  we  have  feen  the  Senfitive  Soul,  not 
the  Human  Soul,  which  is  not  fubjedl  to  Dif- 
‘  cafes,  recovered  from  a  dangerous  Condition 
by 'their  Means,  They  repair  loft  Strength 
iind  ’Health  by  gentle  Reft  ;  they  moderate 
the  Mafs  of  Blood,  v/hen  in  a  Fermentation, 
and  appeafe  the  Animal  Spirits,  when  in  a 
Tumult.  The  Ufe  of  the  Narcotic  ought  to 
be  very  moderate,  efpecially  when  the  Strength 
is-  broken,  and  in  a  Crilis,  or  that  the  Deli¬ 
rium  is  critical. 

-  Lenitives  muft  be  firft  applied,  before  we 
proceed  to  ftronger  Medicines ;  amongft  the 
-Lenitives,  we  give  the  firft  Place  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  fomniferous  Emulfion;

.  Phrenfy.  In  the  fame  Manner,  all  ftrong** 
fcented  Things  are  to  be  avoided  in  the  ex¬ 
ternal  Medicines,  becaufe  they  are  volatile, 

'  and  that,  through  a  Conftant  Agitation  of  the 
Spirits,  the  Phrenfy  is  augmented.  In  this 
Cafe,  Epithcmas  are  to  be  applied  to  the  Face, 
to  caufe'the  Patient  to  deep.  With  thefe, 
fomniferous  Medicines  are  always  to  be  mix¬ 
ed  ;  fo  that  out  of  the  Decoftion  of  a  Man¬ 
drake-root,  and  Hyofcyam,  an  Epithema  is 
made,  and  applied  warm  to  the  Face.  Alfo 
to  caufe  Sleep,
